Mackinac Bridge closure to public traffic during annual bridge walk 


Thousands of drivers usu- 
ally cross the Mackinac 
Bridge during the Annual 
Bridge Walk, and the Mack- 
inac Bridge Authority (MBA), 
Michigan Department of 
Transportation (MDOT), and 
other state agencies have 
been working for months to 
make sure every one of them 
knows they won't be able to 
this year. 

Typically, about 9,500 vehi- 
cles cross the bridge the 
morning of Labor Day, and 
MBA staff believe at least half

The city’s original 1904 
clock has been restored to 
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working order and installed 
inside the new facility and 
the fire department’s 100- 
year-old LaFrance fire truck 
is also displayed on site. 

A groundbreaking cere- 
mony was held for the new $7 
million city complex facility 
back in April, 2016. While the 
building was under construc- 
tion, city offices were relo- 
cated to temporary quarters 
just across Lake Street, 
where police also partly op- 
erated until the new facility 
was completed. The fire de- 
partment functioned from a 
building behind the old city 


hall until moving into the 
new complex in June. 

The city hall is operating 
by its usual hours and is 
open to the public Monday- 
Friday, 7:30 a.m.-4:30 p.m., ex- 
cept holidays. 

City officials have tenta- 
tively scheduled a Grand 
Opening and Public Open 
House at the new Boyne City 
Hall complex for Friday, Sep- 
tember 1.

has a great background in 
career and college readiness 
and has many connections 
in the state to help our stu- 
dents prepare for the next 
level.

Artist Residency Program 
taking new shape 


The Crosshatch Center 
for Art and Ecology’s Hill 
House Artist Residency Pro- 
gram is taking new shape. 
Over 100 artists, from as far 
away as France, England 
and Italy, have attended the 
Crosshatch Artist Residency 
program at the Hill House 
since it first opened its 
doors in 2010. Crosshatch 
Center for Art & Ecology 
has run the Artist Resi- 
dency program out of a 
rented cabin in East Jordan, 
giving artists time and space 
to work on their craft. 

Starting in November of 
this year, the Hill House 
Artist Residency Program 
will no longer take place at 
the Hill House. The lease on 
the Hill House is coming to 
a close, as the owners plan 
to put the house on the mar- 
ket. Crosshatch’s long-term 
plans include developing a 
50-acre parcel of farmland 
in Bellaire into a larger resi- 
dency program supporting 
multiple artists at a time. In 
the interim, Crosshatch will 
be hosting pop-up residen- 
cies at various locations in 
Michigan. 

“We are grateful to the 
family that has leased the 
Hill House to us over the 
last seven years. In that 
time, we have witnessed the 
deep impact that comes with 
the gift of time and space. 
This news does not indicate 
an end to our residency 
model—we’re just getting 
started,” said Amanda Kik, 
Co-Director of Crosshatch. 
“We look forward to part- 
nering with individuals and 


organizations on pop-up res- 
idencies and other arts pro- 
grams. This freedom allows 
us a chance to experiment 
and prototype as we invest 
in the development of our 50 
acres into an artist resi- 
dency on a working farm.” 

Crosshatch has received 
great feedback from the 
artists who have come to the 
Hill House. Jean Rohe, who 
has twice been through the 
Artist Residency program, 
recently had this to say 
about her time at the Hill 
House, “It was the precious 
space where we wrote sev- 
eral of the songs on our 
forthcoming record, 
Hunger, set for release in 
August 2017. As I anticipate 
the record release and the 
months of national and in- 
ternational touring to follow 
this fall and next spring, I 
can see clearly how it all 
started at the Hill House 
residency in summer 2014. 
We simply could not have 
launched this project with- 
out the time and space it af- 
forded.” 

Crosshatch looks forward 
to continuing to be an advo- 
cate and providing support 
system for artists from 
Michigan and beyond.

A new study 
reveals that 70 percent of 
those calls are about kids 6 
and younger accidentally 
ingesting a supplement, 
most often energy products 
and yohimbe. 

Yohimbe is available as a 
standardized prescription 
drug for erectile dysfunc- 
tion, and that’s a different 
product than over-the- 
counter yohimbe, which

In kids, they can 
cause heart and breathing 
problems, even seizures. 

No. 2: When buying any 
supplement, look for a seal 
from U.S. Pharmacopeia, 
NSF, ConsumerLab.com or 
UL indicating that the in- 
gredients have been veri- 
fied. 

No. 3: Place all supple- 
ments in childproof bot- 
tles.

That’s no surprise to sci- 
entists from the University 
of Hawaii at Manoa and 
the National University of 
Ireland, Galway. They have 
figured out what really 
works on three (and maybe 
more) varieties of jellyfish: 
the Portuguese man-of- 
war, the box jellyfish and 
the lion’s mane. 

Their recent study in the 
journal Toxins looks at 
how to manage the sting of 
a lion’s mane jellyfish — it 
has more than 1,000 tenta- 
cles that can stretch to 15 
feet long and badly injures 
up to 1,000 swimmers in 
the U.K. and Ireland annu- 
ally. The answer: The same 
two-step process as for the 
other types: 1. Use vinegar 
to wash off adhering tenta- 
cles. Sea water can stimu- 
late venom activity; 
vinegar doesn’t; 2. Soak in 
113 F hot water for at least 
40 minutes to limit venom 
activity. Ice offers no bene- 
fit. 

Mel B wouldn’t have had 
access to vinegar anyway, 
but we hope you do if you 
ever have to deal with a jel- 
lyfish sting!

After taking over as head 
coach of the Chicago Bulls 
in 1989, Phil Jackson (he’d 
won two NBA champi- 
onships in 1970 and 1973 
playing with the New York 
Knicks) introduced mind- 
ful meditation to the team.

Baby Step 3 is not a fill-in-the-gap 
measure for income you already 
know won't be there. Baby Step 3 is 
an emergency fund of three to six 
months of expenses, and the sce- 
nario he’s talking about is not an 
emergency. He knows it’s coming, so 
it is not an emergency.

Dear Brad, 

For Baby Step 3, I tell folks to have 
three to six months of expenses set 
aside in an emergency fund. You 
have incredibly stable employment, 
so you would probably be okay on 
the three-month side of that equa- 
tion. And you wouldn’t need quite as 
much emergency fund money as if 
you were a straight commission 
salesman. 

However, my guess is you’ll still 
have emergencies that will be your 
responsibility to cover. Everyone 
needs an emergency fund, Brad.

DNR News: Appreciating your local Canada geese 


Perhaps one of the most recogniz- 
able birds in Michigan is the large, 
regal-looking Canada goose. Once a 
rare sight in Michigan, Canada 
geese now are very plentiful in the 
state — so plentiful that some people 
tend to think of them as pests. The 
Department of Natural Resources 
reminds Michigan residents that, 
with a little patience, understand- 
ing and perseverance, homeowners 
can learn to respect and appreciate 
these beautiful birds. 

The subspecies of goose that is 
most plentiful in Michigan is the 
giant Canada goose. Because they 
are so abundant, many would never 
suspect that the giant Canada goose 
subspecies nearly was extinct in the 
1950s because of unregulated over- 
hunting and wetland habitat loss. 

In recent years, the giant Canada 
goose has experienced population 
explosions in areas throughout 
North America due, in part, to the 
success of wildlife management 
programs and the adaptability of 
these birds. In Michigan today, the 
number of giant Canada geese 
counted each spring is well over 
300,000. They nest in every Michi- 
gan county, but are most common 
in the southern third of the state, 
where 78 percent of the goose popu- 
lation is found. 

Geese are herbivores and prefer 
grass shoots, aquatic vegetation, 
seed heads and various grains. 
Adult Canada geese have very few 
predators. 

“Tn general, geese have benefited 
from the way humans have altered 
the landscape,” said Holly Vaughn, 
DNR wildlife communications coor- 
dinator. “Canada geese are at- 
tracted to areas that provide food, 
water and protection. Urban and 
suburban areas with lakes and 
ponds and neatly manicured lawns 
offer all the resources that geese 
need to survive. 

“During the summer months, 
Canada geese can be a problem for 
some property owners, as they are 
very adaptable creatures and can 
live close to humans.” 
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These simple tips can help keep 
geese away from your yard: 

Make your yard less attractive to 
geese by allowing the grass to grow 
long and refrain from fertilizing or 
watering it. 

Use scare tactics like bird-scare 
balloons, loud noises and mylar 
tape to make unwanted geese leave 
the area. 

Apply repellents to the lawn to 
deter geese from feeding on the 
grass. Grape concentrate is useful 
for yards and turf. 

In June and July, Canada geese 
are unable to fly because they are 
molting. Construct a temporary 
barrier between your yard and the 
water to keep flightless geese out. 

Do not feed Canada geese. Artifi- 
cial feeding can habituate them as 
well as harm their digestive system. 
Bread products are not beneficial to 
waterfowl survival. 

Be aware of your surroundings 
when visiting parks and areas near 
water. Canada geese are protective 
of their nests and hatchlings. Do 
not disturb them or get too close. 

Vaughn said that the key to suc- 
cess is using a variety of techniques 
to keep the geese guessing, as they 
will get accustomed to just one 
scare tactic. Some sites have good 
luck with hiring a contractor that 
specializes in goose control, includ- 
ing using dogs to scare birds away 
when they first arrive in the spring. 
If multiple techniques have been 
tried and have been unsuccessful, 
the DNR offers a Resident Canada 
Goose Program that can permit 
nest and egg destruction and 
roundup and relocation by a li- 
censed contractor in some areas of 
the state. 

Goose hunting in Michigan helps 
to keep goose populations in check. 
Michigan regularly ranks in the top 
three states in the nation for 
Canada goose hunters and harvest. 
The plentiful geese provide excel- 
lent opportunities for goose 
hunters. To learn more about goose 
hunting, visit michigan.gov/water- 
fowl.
